Making Arab 


THE Arab governments necd not 

expect Isracl to fight any 
future war according to their own 
“rules of the game. 

This was Rav-Aluf David Ela- 
zar's main prognosis for 1973. 
The past year, he noted, had been 
marked by relative peace; it might 
well be followed by a year of dip- 
lomatic initiatives, punctuated by 
Egyptian attempts to back up 
tha claims with renewed firing. 

“Should the Egyptians try ano- 
ther war of attrition,” the Chief 
‘of Staff observed, “the Israel De- 
fence Forces would view it as 
their main challenge to achieve a 
speedy and decisive victory. This 
way, they would free the Govern- 
ment from any possible military 
pressures while it was engaged in 
political negotiations.” ἡ 

Rav-Aluf Elazar said he was 
convinced that the Egyptians 
would very much like to renew 
the hostilities in an attempt to 
improve their bargaining position 
should 1973 indeed see the re- 
sumption of diplomatic efforts to 
resolve the Middle East crisis. Ho 
was just as certain, however, that 
Egypt ig totally incapable of 
achieving even the slightest mea- 
sure of success in the field, “since 
we are in 8. position, ay never 
before, to prevent this.” 

He was of tho opinion that 
Egypt's leaders are fully aware 
of thelr inability to win an all- 
out confrontation. Therefore “they 
may attempt to renew the war 
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of atirition as the second best 
alternative.” While this would not 
provide Egypt with any military 
victory to speak of, it would at 
least rosult in the exchange of 
fird which they might regard as a 
necessary component in any 
diplomatic move. 


Rav-Aluf Elazar had not the 
slightest doubt that the Egypt- 
fans would embark on this course 
if they could be sure that Israel 
would keep to the rules of the 
game — namely a war that would 
remain limited, with the ILD.F. 
retaltating “only as much as they 
would Ike us to retaliate, and 
hitting only the targets the: 
wanted us to hit.” He stress 
that it was only the fact that 
“Bgypt's leaders are aware of the 
danger that they are liable to get 
hit much harder than they intend- 
ed, that deters them from embark- 
ing on a new war of altrition.” 

“From our point of view,” he 
said, “I think it is forbidden to 
renew the combination of diplom- 
atic initiatives and firing along 
the borders, as was the situation 
before the cease-fire. This ly an 
unhealthy and undesirable com- 
bination for Israel." 

Israel's refusal to play accord- 
ing to Arab rules applics equally 
atronuly io Syria. The Syrians, 
said the Chief of Staff, have tried 
a policy of limiled, sporadic ag- 
gression, the result of which 
would he more to secure

After the Munich murders carly 
last la grees Israel greatly in- 
tensified its activities against the 
terrorist movements which con- 
tinue to have their centres in Bel- 
rut and Damascus. Apart from on 
isolated incident in the Har Dov 
region last week—when three ba- 
zookas narrowly missed an army 
vehicle—the Lebanose bordor has 
been totally quict for over four 
months, a fact the Chiof of Staff 
attributes directly to Israel's pol- 
icy of large-scale retaliation 
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ogainst. terrorism. He, for one, 
thought that the Har-Dov in- 
eldont was an isolated onc 
in view of the fact that the 
terrorist movements themselves — 
for the first time ever — denied 
that they had any part in the 
clash. If this were not the case, 
he warned, and if the incident 
proved to be the start of a new 
round of terrorist activity from 
Lebanon, “then we will have to 
react accordingly.” 

Among those very badly hit 
by Israel forces in Lebanon were 
“volunteers” from Lybia. Ray- 
Aluf Elazar thought this had 
more to do with their subsequent 
repatriation than Gacdafi's offi- 
cially announced dissatisfaction 
with the lack of “action” from 
Lebanon, 


The Chief of Staff doubted thet who 


Israel's anti-terrorist activities 
would result in a greatly increased 
Soviet presence in Syria. Certain- 
ly he did not think it would ever 
match the Ῥιοροχείοτα it had 
reached in Egypt. 

“The Syrians have learned from 
the Egyptians’ leason that a mas- 
sive Soviet presence neccessarily 
entails a joss of national in- 
dependence," he said. 

"If the Syrians want to prevent 
Israeli rotaliation,” he said, “all 
they have to do is clamp down 
totally on terrorist activity from 
thelr territory. It's far simpler 
than calling on the Russians.” 

Syria's losses over recent 
months havd heen heavy, 
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said Ray-Aluf Tlazar, “and 
its high time they reallzed that 
they cannot challenge us militari- 
ly." He confirmed thal the Syrian 
army is in posseysion of the 
Sovict-made ‘‘Sagger" anti-tank 
missile, hitherto thought to be in 
use only in Warsaw Pact coun- 
tries, Egypt also has the missile, 
he said, but added that in his 
opinion, the direct repercussions 
on Isracl were minimal. “I have 
always believed that the anti- 
tank missile will not revolution- 
ize the concept of tank warfare, 
and so far, experience has horne 
me out," 

In comparing the relative capa- 
bilitics of the Israel and Syrian 
armed forces, the Chief of Staff 
rovealed that “there are several 
pilobs in the Israel Air Force 
have downed ἃ lot of 
planes, and — what's much more 
important —~ there are many 
more who have downed a few.” 
He stressed that the army spokes- 
man, in his accounts of clashes 
with the enemy, “gives exact de- 
tails of registered enemy and Is- 
racli losses.” It is important that 
people in Israel continue to be- 
ieve in the spokesman, he said. In 
striving to report ihe truth, the 
army only releases enemy losses 
that have boen proved beyond all 
shadow of doubt. 

The fact that Arab army spokes- 
men continually reported high- 
ly exaggerated Israeli casualties 
did not worry the Chief of Staff, 
who felt that the credibility of the 
Israel spokesman was more im- 
portant than unbalanced reports 
in the world press.

Despite isolated cases of 
conselentious objection to serving 
in “an army of occupation” and 
threats from a number of high- 
sehoal g‘idents not to don uni- 
forms, the lavel of volunteers for 
specinlized forces had not dropped. 
"The older veneration always 


seem to think that those who 
come after them are not of the 
same mettle,” he said, recelling 
that the suldiers who fought the 
Six Day War were defenslvel 
talled the “Espresso generation” 
by thelr elders, because of the 
umount of time the youngsters 
allegedly spent in coffeo bars. 
The problem with the army of 
1972, however, lay in the fact 
that little action was called for, 
and most suldiers spent the lion's 
share of thelr service maintaining 
the cease-fire. To combat horodom, 
the army had embarked on a 
massive programme of cducation 
— some 12 per cent of all sol- 
diers are studying at the mo- 
ment — and cultural activities, 
“Needless to say, I am not in 
favour of a slovenly army or of 
an untidy soldier, The real qucs- 
tion,” explained the Chief of Staff, 
‘4g where we ought to be invest- 
ing most of our effort. There sure- 
ly must be ‘armies which are 
smarter-looking than ours. But 
to my mind the supreme test of 
the army is not its showing in pa- 


rades, but on the battle-field where 
our boys have acquitted ‘them- 
selves quite nicely.’ 

Anawering criticism that the 
defence forces were too indepen- 
dent of Government control, Ray- 
Aluf Elazar said that the situa- 
tlon as it oxists today “is the 
classic example of what the rela- 
tions between the military and 
the Government should be in any 
advanced democratic country." 

The army was completely subject 
to the control of the Minister of 
Defence, who had parliamentar 
responsibility for the arme 
forees. In addition, two Knesset 
committees, the Foreign Affairs 
and Defence Committee and the 
Finance Committee, were constant- 
ly briefed on all military develop- 
ments — the latter having to 
approve all expenditure. He him- 
self reported to these committees 
rogularly, as did the Chief of 
Intelligence and other senior staff 
officers. Committee members visit- 
ed military installations frequent- 
y and were kept completely in 
the picture at all times. The Ca- 


ae 


binet was also kept informed, 
while every delicate matter wag 
referred to the Prime Minister 
and the Ministerial Defence Com- 
mittee. In addition to the constant 
contact between the army, tha 
Knesset and the Government, the 
army was also subject to scrutiny 
by the State- Comptroller. 


In this connection, Rav-Aluf 
Tlazar denied that the decision 
not to cut military service by 
three months was a unilateral 
one and sald that both the Gov- 
ernment and the Knessel Finance 
Committee had approved the dect- 
sion. 


There was neral  agres- 
ment, he observed, that this was 
vitally necessary to maintain the 
army’s level of preparedness. Not 
that there was any feeling of 
anxiety about the outcome of any 
possible war with the Arabs — 
on the contrary. “This country 
and its army have never felt more 
secure, and for good reason, than 
they do today,” said the Chief 
of Staff.

For many years, nobody would 
admit that he came from Afula, 
In recent years things have 
perked up, and there is now 
promise of a better future. 

Post Reporter YA’ACOV ARDON 
visits ‘the Capital’ of the Emek, 
which became a town this week, 
and talks to Mayor Shimshon Shehori. 


NEARING 60, Afula has been 
declared a town, With the 
full pomp and empty rene 
graces such occasions, the Minis- 
ter of the Interior yesterday pro- 
claimed Afula's elovation to mu- 
nicipal status, in the presence of 
dignitaries and neighbours from 
the kibbutzim in Emek Yizre'el. 
Ié the guests poured a drop of 
condescension into their congra- 
tulations, they were only doing 
what their fathers did before them 
whenever they talked about the 
town. Since the ‘thirties, Afula 
has been considered a retarded 
child among the veteran settle- 
ments, a butt for derision.

surprisingly, I did not to see the Queen; for 
I was refused a visa. But that was only one of 
the disappointments in the tangled network of ar- 
rangements. 

The prison dentist and the rabbi were part of 
our chain for smugeling notes, and suddenly every- 
one had toothaches and became unusually religious. 
The dentist's nurse smuggled notes on tissues paper 
inside her brassiere. And Zvi, who had learned to 
fly a_light pian, once flew over the Acre Fortress 
end droppad a note for Moshe. 

One evening that winter I received a phone call 
on the Hagana line in our house. It was from an 
Arab who was working in a match factory in 
Acre. “Regards from your husband,” the stranger's 
voice told me in English, “and don't worry. I had 
no idee what he was falling about and did not 
learn till later. Moshe had been caught with a 
prohibited tin of bully-beef, one of the -food. items 
we used to smuggle in, end his punishment was 
several days in solitary confinement. ; 

By the time I received the telephone call he was 
already in the cell, which was little more than 
one square yard, A Jewlsh policeman had risked his 
livelihood to get the message to me, just so I 
should not worry. This young man, as it turned 
out, later married a cousin of mine. He was a star 
football player and as such had won the admiration 
of the British. 

Solitary confinement could be a mind-breaking 
process, and some boys took a long time to re- 
cover, Moshe, of course, was able to take it. He 
asked for a candle and a Bible, and his request 
was granted.

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Butterfly's 
eye-view

A MODEST little Hebrew book for 
ehildren, in which a butterfly 
plays the role of mentor — in fact, 
he functions very much as a tench- 
er in an “open” or progressive 
achool — has just appeared. The 
title is HABEETEE TALIA! p97 
asp (Look Talia!, Tel Aviv, Roni- 
gal, IL6.60). It consists of poeina 
and prose text by Oded Bourln and 
photos by Nat Suffrin of The Je- 
risilem Post. 


Talla — named In honour of 
Bourla's young wife and algo, 
by chanee, of Lhe photographer's 
daughter-In-lawy — ig a lithe girl 
taught by a pnssing builterfly (who 
seems to thave had very sound 
triulning in the Monlessor! Method) 
to sea how much Interest and 
beauly there da in every single 
thing around us — at least, in the 
country. 


So, on ἈΠ early-morning wall: 
past an “enchanted lake" and open 
flelds (there are some houses and 
paths, too — but old ones) the 
butterfly composes poems and 
tralns Talia to see things In new, 
original ways: ‘that an old post 
tled with a rag is a proud former 
eypress with a headache; that snails 
clustered on a thistle have gone to 
sleep after a tiring session of song 
and conversation; that two hent 
chimneys decided to get together fur 
a more affectlonate relationship: 
and so on, 


Good and beautiful 


“Yes, it's quite true, everything 
In thi book Is good and beautiful,” 
Oded Bourla said when 1 asked him 
about the absence of negative 
reality in these poems. “But don’t 
forget, this ia for children In the 
2nd and 3rd grades, and then 
they'co still absolutely innocent.” 
When do children tose thelr inno- 
cence? “By about the fifth grade.” 


The poet should know, for he 
teaches painting to children from 
8 to 13 at a Tel Aviv school; and 
his empathy seems complete. "Last 
week I spoke to three groups of 
schoolchildren Jn Eilat, ond after- 
wards onc of the boys had a ques- 
tion for me, ‘What ara you golng 
to do when you grow up?’ he 
asked," 


Bourla’s small Ramat Aviv flat 
Was crowded with an excitable black: 
dog; his gon Tamir ("I'm 1344 yolng 
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on 14"); acraps of wool (he designs 
rugs for Maskit); brushes, paints, 
palatings, sculpture ‘and mobiles (he 
studied art at Bezalel); five 
guitars (which his wife Talla 
teaches}; photographs of children 
(Uneluding some by Nat Suffrin — 
both have been photographera since 
they were teenagers and nelghbours 
In Little Tel Aviv); and 800 classic- 
alrecords on tape (Bourla also com- 
poses). 


Growing up a Bourla 


As the son of the late Yehuda 
Bourlu, one of the country's best 
known writers, he grew up with 
much of thig: “In our house, there 
was ulways literature, music, palnt-~ 
Ing — I grew up Jn the atmos- 
phere of it all. At the thne Nat 
and Itirstinet, I was writing music, 
painting, and aculpting, My Drother 
translatey plays and one of my 
sisters also translates und designs 
theatre costumes, My other slater 
doesn't do any of these things, but 
I think ‘she’s the most Interesting 
of all of us. She's nr spellbinder.” 
Literary personalities were frequent 
visitors at the Bourla home — Bia- 
lik, Tehernichovsky — “but no, not 
Alterman; he was a bohemian type 
which my father certainly waa 
not." 

This Is his seventh book for chil- 
dren, all written within the last 
threa years; four more are now in 
production and another four being 
read by publishers. “They come very 
eusily to me, and I write very quick- 
ly. My hest ideas come while I'm 
on the bus, on tlio way to achool. 
Rhyming is easy for me too, and 
I don’t think you'll find one that's 
forced.” He is now beginning to 
think about translations into Eng- 
lsh. (Bourla spent 12 years in the 
U.S. where he worked “as a fabric 
designer, os ἃ Hebrew announcer 
for the Volce of America and in a 
brewery.") 


I asked whether today’s sophia- 
tented children respond difforently 
than they did even o brief 10 years 
ogo, when Bourla began teaching. 
“Television does something to peo- 
ple — I don’t know if it broadens 
or narrows thelr horizons, and I 
don't know whetherit's good or bad, 
Today all the little girls io my 
class sing the theme song trom the 
TV film ‘Leonardo da Vincl’.” Is 
il harder today to teach children 
"slmplo" cnjoyment: “Those who 
had a little ‘soul’ always responded. 
The tomeats never did.” 


Childhood today is certainly dif- 
ferent from When Bourla wagsa hoy. 
“Children now grow up 80 much 
faster, and are Interested in eo many 
things. When I was young (ip Je~ 
rusalem, and Zichron Ya‘acov, where 
his father wes principal of the 
school), our pastimes were very 


limited. At a place like Zichron 
there was no radio, and cars were 
very rare. What we did was read, 
When T was 12 or 13 I read books 
by Tolstoy or Werfel, and eariler 
I loved Sherlock Holmes and Slen- 
kiewicz — all in Hebrew, of course. 
We could hardly walt for the new 
editions.” 

Bourla turned to his son Tamir 
and said, “You Irnow, I don’t think 
you read enough.” 

“But I'va just read all of Damon 
Runyon,” said Tamir. “And I like 
all sorts of books. Except books 
about medicine. I've just read ‘Mic- 
robe Hunters’ and I didn’t like that 
δὲ 811. 

The children's book industry here, 
Bovrla said, is flourishing — TV 
or no. “Until recently it was in 
bad shape, but now 1 think it’s im- 
proving, though Τὰ like to see 


more originality, Translations are 
not the answer — ἃ story suitable 
for children in, say, Scandinavia, 
might not have much to say to 
Israell children, But the publishers 
are doing well. I know of one who 
for technical reasons, needs to cur- 
tail production; he can't decida 
whether to cut down on the chil- 
dren's or ‘the adults’ ‘books."" 


Photos came first 


In ‘Talla," the photographe pre- 
ceded the poems. Nat Suffrin told 
me that he had ἃ big selection 
of printa, and Oded and he aifted 
through them, “We narrowed it 
down to 86, and he wrote tha poems 
from the pictures.” It waa narrowed 
down further, and only 14 appear 
in the book (unnumbered, “because 
there are really so ἤσουν").

But when- 
ever I have a camera in my hand, 
there ia much more awareness — 
and when I'm walking with a friend 
and ‘see a picture, that is the 
really happy moment of shared en- 
joyment, which can be shared even 
more later when that προ 
glimpse Is transforred to paper.” 


Looking over hig pictures in the 
book, some of which were taken 
several yenrs ago, he added: “Oded, 
my brother Yehuda, and I myself 
had some wonderful Umes, ag hoys, 
experlmenting with an old folding 
camera, trying out doubla and 
triple exposures, and working with 
mirrors. Then I gat u serious cam- 
era, with controls, for my 16th 
birthday -—~ and then the fun turn- 
ed into, not a search for laughs, 
but learning how to see and how 
to record the impact of each sight. 

“That waa when we became lesp 
Innocent in our photography. But 
before that, as boys, we were en- 
joying — without knowing it, of 
course — a kind of golden period 
of our youth. And somehow, all of 
it circled around the Bourla house- 
hold." 

As anyone can see, the repro- 
duction in this little book ia not 
outstanding and the ‘blacks are not 
alwaya very black. A friend who 
sow the book thought it was a 
pity it waa not in colour. I am fatr- 
ly unmoved by both compiaints, ag 
I seem to have been born on the 
side of the butterfly: there will al- 
ways be gilossier papar, blacker 
blacks, better colour reproduction 
somewhere on the other side of the 
fence or the ocean.

Many of 
the letter-writers refer to the book 
as "“n book of hope." In France, a

By mid-February, after more than four months in the Fortress 
and much negotiation by our people, “the Forty-Three” wore 
moved to Mazra.

The prisoners’ duties now included working at the experl- 
mental farm, which was a fine arrangement since many of them, 
including Moshe, were farmers from birth.

MAC THE SHLIMAZEL 


Te titles which retired stutes- 
men choose for ‘thelr voluml- 
nous memoirs are often the most 
imaginatlya thing about them. To 
Harold Maemillun’s “Winds of 
Change,“ “Tho Blast of War,” “Tides 
of Fortune" and “Riding the Storm” 
has now heen added POINTING 
THE WAY, which covers the years 
1958-61. 

The student and writer of con- 
temporary history cagerly await 
the publication of these long and 
often tedious accounts, ‘hoping to 
find pieces of new information, 


which will help fil gaps in the : 


puzzle of a period, In respect of 
which ‘the officlal documents will 
not be opened for years to come. 


Macmilian’s latest volume, though | 


not recommended reading to any- 
one not interested in the man (not 
an exciting personality) or in the 
apecific years covered, does supply 


a good deal of information on the ἢ 


author's opinions and impressions 
of the various problems, which 
came up during the years 1959-61, 
and of the personalities with whom 
he dealt. Of particular interest are 
fragments of letters, memoranda 
and dlary entries, written by Mac- 
miljan at the time, from which he 
quotes generously. 

When Macmillan became Prime 
Minister, following Eden's resigna- 
tion at the beginning of 1957, there 
were many who hoped that he 
would put the British house in 
order, and would help Great Britain 
to find a new role on the Inter- 
natlonal scene. Macmillan was not 
lacking in initlatlve -—— whether 
towards Europe, the Soviet Union 
or the new nations which were 
rapldty galning independence from 
Britain, For some reason, however, 
everything he touched went wrong 
— his proposal for a Hluropean 
free trade area to cover the whole 
of Western Europe was torpedoed in 
1958 by the French; his application 
to join the Common Market was 
vetoed by de Gaulle in 1068; his 
discussions with Khrushchev soon 
after the famous Berlin ultimatum 
only earned him the suspicion of 
his allies; the Summ't Conforence 
of May, 1960, which he had worked 
ao hard to arrange, was wrecked 
by the Soviet Union using the 
famous U2 incident as an excuse; 
the two Federations which Brttain 
tried to organize during this porlod 
— in Central Africa and in the 
West Indies — came ‘to nothing; 
South Africa left the Commou- 
wealth despite Macmillan’s efforts 
to keep her In; but, worst of all, 
the British economy went on 
moving from bad to worse. 


Deserves credit 


Bvery retired statesman writing 
his memoirs tries to paint a fa- 
vourable portrait of himuclf for 
posterity, and carefully edita the 
material which he uses. Macmillan 
deserves credit for admitting thet 
most of what he tried to do during 
these years was a dismal fallure, 
although, of course, it Is always 
some one else who is to blame. 
Nevertheless, evan ag ‘he describes 
the failures, he does not lack @ 
sense of humour, og he noted in 
hia diary on May 7, 1960: “Quite 
8 pleasant Saturday — the Common- 
wealth in pleces and the Summit 
doomed.” 

Except for the first chapter, 
which deals with the 1959 General 
Dlection, and ‘the second, which 
attempts to give an account of 
What it was lke to be a Prime 
Minister in Britain at this time 
(botir rather dull accounts), most 
of the remainder of the book deals 
with foreign affairs.

pictures of Henry VII," but felt 
that he cut a rather tragio figure 
in German politics, 

Macmillan greatly admired 
de Gaulle, though he declares his 
disappolntment with the fact that 
the General's sense of history 
seemed to look only hack Into the 
past and not into the future, Mac- 
millan remembers favourably the 
period during the War when he had 
known deGaulle in Algiora, but he 
reallzed thatpart of the General's 
anti-Anglo-Saxon sentimenta were 
rooted in those years, when the 
British and Americans regarded him 
as something of a nuisance. For 
somo unexplained reason, Macmillan 
felt himself exempt from de Gaulle's 
prejudices. 


Of the many observations which 
Macmillan makes about de Gaulle, 
some seem quite to the point: 
“De Gaulle was ἃ man who was 
never rude by mistake” or “he does 
not apparently Ilsten to argument. 
I mean this almost literally, Not 
only is he not convinced, he actu- 
ally does not Jisten.” 


France and Nato 


The most interesting Information, 
however, which Macmillan supplies 
In the fact that throughout this 
porlod he tried to convince the 
Americans that they should accept 
de Craulle’s project for tripartite 
cunaultationg on all internatlonal 
issues, and should assist tho French 
to bulld up thelr own nuclear 
force, “The future of Nato, of 
Europe, and, perhaps, even of the 
effective operation of the whole 
Western Alliance, now depended on 
France," he wrote to Kennedy in 
April, 1961. In de Gaulle’s last vol- 
ume of memolra covering the years 
1958-1962 (Memoirs of Hope, London 
Weldenfcld and Nicolson, 1872), 
there is no soknowledgement of 
Macmillan's efforts, It is, of 
course, difficult to know whether 
de Gaulle was aware of them, 

On the whole, Macmillan seems to 
sea tthe Americans os @ rather 
naive bunch who are in need of 
British advice. One wonders what 
the American leaders think of the 
following statement: “Tt is curious 
how all American statesmen “begin 
by trying to treat Britain as just 
one of many foreign or Nato 
countries. They soon find them- 
selves relying on ‘our advice and 
experiences.” ‘ 

He does not hide his contempt 
for Cabot Lodge, Adie! Stevenson, 
“and other half-baked ‘liberals’.” 
He Uked Hisenhower, with ‘whom 
he was on excellent terms, but 
whose limitations he recognized. His 
great concern with making a fa- 
yourable impression on Kennedy 
was pathetic: “I must somehow 
convince him that I am worth con- 


become guerrillas there, for that 
was the best way to fight Castro. 

Of Khrushchev, Macmillan wrote 
to Elsenhower: “While (ha) ia un- 
doubtedly a clever and calculating 
polltician whose intellectual for- 
mation has been entirely in a 
Communist form, he js more like a 
human being than Stalin ever was." 
He also agreed with de Gaulle that 
Khrushchev “was perhaps a man 
who felt also some responaibility 
for the world," which was the main 
reason why contacts with the 
Russlans were 80 important. 

Macmillan’s account of his long 
African tour In 1960 is the least 
sincere part of the book. The 
attempt to say aomething anlce 
about people whom he could not 
have really liked and whose ideas 
were anathema to him smacks of 
hypocrisy, or some lofty, superlor 
sentiment, as if to say: well, what 
Gan you expect of the inhabitants 
of the African ‘continent? With an 
Indignant air he defends the British 
decolonization effort: "it is a vul 
gar but false jibe that the British 
people by a aeries of gestures 
unique in history abandoned their 
Empire in a ἔξ of frivolity or ἱπὶ- 
patience.” One wonders whether 
Macmillan would support the 
notion that the Empire was put 
together, in the first place, in Β 
flt of absent-mindednesa, 


‘The Crazy Gang’ 


Concerning the Congo, Macmillan’s 
maln concern waa to keep the 
Soviet Union out, but the whole 
situation seemed to him “more Uke 
the Crazy Gang thon anything I 
can remember.” He had a iow 
opinion of the United Nations 
forces which were sent out to re- 
store the peace in the Congo. ‘The 
United Nations army conslsts (with 
the exceptlon of the Swedes, who 
have not fought anybody for 200 
years, and ¢he Irish, who will fight 
anybody) of a queer lot... Yesterday, 
an Ethiopian soldier shot a Swiss 
banker in Elisabethville with a ba- 
zooka. No one knows why, and no 
one cares. But even Swiss bankers 
ought to have some rights." 

Macmillan's habit of thanking 
and complimenting his secretaries, 
aldes, butlers, housekeepers, ete, 
is rather tedious, and one wonders 
whom this could possttly interest, 
except ‘the persons ‘themselves, 
Nevertheless, one con perhaps ex- 
cuge the frequent compliments be- 
stowed on the Queen and on his 
wife, Lady Dorothy. 

His very British sense of hu- 
mour Is amusing. The funniest sec- 
tion by far 18 his account of a 
private and informal visit by de 
Gaulle to Birch Grove, Macmillan’s 
home in Suasex, With British and 
French policemen wwarming In the 
area with Alsatians (“One Alsatian 
happily bit the ‘Daily Mail’ man in 
the behind”) and large quantities 
of plasma kept in the fridge in 
case on attempt was made on the 
General's life (Mra. Bell, our de- 
voted ‘cook, protested that these 
(the refrigerator and the deep 
freeze) were needed for more 
appetising contents”) one can just 
Imagine the cosy informal weekend 
spent by the de Gaulles with the 
Macmillans.

Ween tomatoos are scarce and 
dear, do you (1) buy them auy- 
way? (2) buy just oa few? (8) sub- 
stitute other vegetables which arc 
plentiful. and cheaper? 

The correct choice is No. 8, ac- 
cording to a representative of the 
Minlatry of Agriculture's Home 
Economica Department, who  ad- 
dressed # press conference here 
Inst week. The discussion about 
vegetable shortages was organized 
by the Jarnel Consumer Council, 
and the speaker was Mrs, Tamar 
Cohen of the Ministry. 

‘We have become spelled in ro- 
cont years by the abundance of sum- 
mer vegotables on the market in 
wintortime," charges Mra, Cohen, 
This yenr, because of the severe 
cold spells, we should return to the 
practice of eating winter vegetables 
at this season. 

The housewlfe would do well to 
forget about tomatocs, eggplant, 
peppers, marrows and cucumbers 
for the time being, Mrs, Cohen ad- 
vises, ‘True, there are small quan- 
titles of these available, but they 
are very costly and oftenof not very 
good quality. 1 did my own morket 

survey last week and found to- 

matoes avcraging about IL260 a 

kilo in both supermarkets and open 

markets, while light green peppera 
ran as high as 11.6.60 a kilo. 

‘The basic premise of the press con- 
ference was almost too obvious to 
state: If you don’t have cnough to- 
matoes and cuoumbers, you should 
make your salad from cabbage ond 
carrots instead, But apparently, 
says Mra. Cohen, Israeli habits are 

too entrenched to turn casily to 
substitutes. “It's hard for the Ia- 
raeli housewife to give up on her

are largely tasteless, Mrs. Cohen 
says this is due to the practice of 
picking the: tomatoes green, in an 
effort to beat the frost, rather than 
letting them ripen on the vine, In 
general in recent years, I find it 
hard to get tasty, vine-rlponed to- 
matoea at all, My syatem for 
aclecting good tomatoes, when there 
‘a a cholce, is to plek those which 
seem to have sun-spots or even 
eracks from the sunshine-—not those 
litra-amooth, palo pink tomatoes 
which took so nico and taste #0 
bland, 

Mrs. Cohen gave ἃ very impres- 
sive [lst of vegetables which are in 
season now in plentiful quantities: 
lettuce, cabbage, carrots, radishes, 
Ktehlrabi, celery, beets, cauilflowor, 
spinach, onions and potatoes. In 
somewhat lesscr quantities, but 
available, are Chinese cabbage, 
sweet potatoes, and, now at the 
start of thelr season, artichokes. 

I do not think It necessary to 
elaborate on the various uses, raw 
and cooked, of these vegetables, 
Sufflce it to say that the popular 
taracil cudumber-and-tomato aalad 
can very nicely be replaced with a 
lettuce salad, a Waldorf salad of 
apples, nuts and celery, o shredded 
enrrot salad or a cole slaw of 
eabbage ond carrots, or a beetroot 
(cooked) salad, either shredded or 
aliced with .onions.

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A day in a welfare office.

TEL AVIV, — 
Wx ‘Mra, Β. lived in 8 shack, 
slept in a three-legged bed and 
had no money to buy food, she 
never complained. Today — with a 
new apartment, decent furniture and 
‘a part-time job — ehe ia demand- 
ing and aggressive. 

I was visiting the Kfar Shalem 
Welfare Office, one of the emailer 
of the Tel Aviv municipality's five 
district welfare offices. It is also 
one of the “quietest” and most 

it. Located in central Tel 
Aviv, off Allenby Road, the office 
is nicely furnished-——chairs replac- 
ing the familiar welfare-offica 
benches in ‘the waiting rooms. 
The policeman permanently on duty 
thera —- I had been ttold before 
Mrs. B. arrived— was there “just 
in vase.” Other welfare offices had 
bean plagued by violence and had 
to demand police protection. The Kfar 
Shalem office received the same 
protection as ‘the others but mainly 
83 8 precaution. Yet suddenly, the 
policeman was working and my 
quiet conversation with Dvora Lian- 
deu, director of the office, came to 
an abrupt halt. 

‘I've called a police car for you,” 
the policeman waa shouting at Mrs, 
B. who was too ‘absorbed in her 
own goreaming and sobbing ‘to no- 

oe. 

‘I'm not crazy," she repeated over 
‘and over again, referring to some- 
thing he had previously watd. “All 
-I want fs my washing machine. 
I brought tt vere ko be fixed two 
weeks ago. ‘want my washing 
machine.” Mre. Landau opened the 
door of her room and Mra. B.

As I listened to Mrs. Landau's 
reasoning and Mrs. B.’s hystenla, my 
first impulse was to ask myself: 
how can a women who has been 
given go much at othere’ expense 
be go ungrateful? Why, now that 
‘things ‘have Improved for her, can 
she suddenly be so aggressive? How 
much must be done for people 
Uke this? But thet was only for 
® fraction of a second. The next 
question I asked myself was more 
embarrassing: is she all wrong and 
the rest of us 100 per cent right? 
How can I pass judgement when 
Tm only “eay pping.’’ 

While I was on the Olympus of 
my own philosophizing, Mrs, Landau 
was quieting Mrs. B. and convincing 
the policeman to wend the patrol 
car, which had just come, away 
without Mrs, B, “You eee," Mrs. Lan- 
dau said to Mrs. B., “If you talk 
to people quietly and tell them some- 
thing 18 ‘bothering you, they will 
try to understand. If you shout at 
them, ‘they'll call the police. 


Convincing counsellor 


“You know, yesterday I sat with 
the counsellor at your workshop all 
morning to persuade her to take 
you back to work.” (Mrs. Β. had 
taken a sewing course and Mrs. 
Landau had got her part-time 
work at one of the welfare office's 
sheltered workshops for the thandi- 
capped, since she has ἃ minor dis- 
ability. @he had violently objected 
to being transferred from one sew- 
ing machine to another and the 
harassed counsellor threw her out, 
until Mrs. Landau intervened.) 

Binally Mrs. B. calmed down, in- 
vited Mra. Landau to vielt her new 
flat, apologized for her behaviour 
and feft. “She and her. husband 
don't get long," Mra. Landau 
explained to me, “and a neighbour 
is ‘accusing Mrs, B. of having an 
affair with her husband. The neigh- 
‘bour even came here, insulted her 
and tried to rip her dreas. She's 
also afraid, because moving Into 
the new apartment we got her will 
mean switching welfare offices and 
she doesn't want to go to Ὁ new 
worker.” T asked why she hae sud- 
denly become #0 aggressive when 
she handled dire poverty so meekly. 

“When she came fo ask for 
food, #he ‘knew she diin't have to 
shout. We wouldn't let her starve. 
But when she wants her second 
washing machine fixed quickly, she

isn’t so sure. Besides, when her 
situation was desperate, so wes 
everyone else's, Meanwhile she saw 
other people In Kfar Shalem get 
further than ahe did and that 
makes her bitter and angry.” 

The Kfar Shalem office haw about 
1,200 “registered” famllea but not 
all of these are currently getting 
‘help, financtal or otherwise, (The 
‘total population of the area aerved 
by the office ta about 10,000 
families.) In addition to Kiar 
Shalem — an abandoned Arab vil- 
lage on the old road tto Lydda 
which has become a Jewish slum 
— the office handles clients from 
Nevel Shatem, the new ‘housing de- 
velopment into which Kfar Shalem 
families are belng moved, There 
are also new immigrants in Nevel 
Shalem, mostly from Persia with a 
few score elderly Ruasian immi- 
grants us well. 

Most of the people who come to 
the welfare office do not shout, 
Most come asking for concrete 
things: money, household appliances, 
day nursery care for the children, 
ete, But just as Mre. Landau knew 
that Mra. B.'s problem was not 
‘exclusively the washing machine, 
the alert and experienced social 
worker knows the problems ara 
often far more complicated than 
they sound, For the young worker 
mew to the profession, however, 
the work is disappointing. 


New worker 


T eat with a worker who had 
barely a month's expertence and 
no social work training. She had 
studied sociology and psychology 
and came to woctal work pri- 
marily because that ta the one 
place where someone with w B.A. 
tn the octal eclences can find work 
easily, On the other hand, she was 
idealigta about her work and un- 
happy over ‘having to eee cllents 
in rapid succession and to give 
each only a few minutes of super- 
ficial attention. 

One cltent who came while I sat 
in her room was a man who ask- 
ed for household help because his 
wite was ill, She promised to see 
Ἢ this ‘could be arranged and 
to tet him know ‘in a few ν 
“You see,” she said when he lett, 
‘I'd say at least 80 per cent of 
my work ig Hke this.

I ran back 
to Mrs. Wendau’s room with the 
question — as #f I had made 
some world-shaking diacovery. She 
assured me that similar ideas are 
beginning to be considered, though 
in the firet stages ‘this would mean 
merely a re-division of work 
among trained soclal workers, some 
providing services (money) and 
others intensive casework help. 
Not so simple 


“But its not as simple ἘΞ, you 
think. A lot of ‘things which may 
seem like olerical work are reat 
social work activities.” I asked 
about the moran who needed house- 
hold help, “That 1s social work of 
the firwt order. We dont just send 
& cleaning woman or baby-sitter. If 
the mother 1s ill, the children may 
have problems. The husband may 
decide that a local coffee house or 
ει girl friend ia more appealing than 
his sick wife and neglected ohtid- 
ren, These are problems ἃ, social 
worker has to investigate and deal 
with. Besides, she has to make aure 
the woman we send to help at 
home is really doing her fob.” 

Mr. Landau thinks much should 
be changed in social work. ‘To her, 
“other help" (household applances, 
furniture, household help, etc.) is 
no less important to a welfare 
family than direct economic support. 
“IT insist that everyone we help do 
some kind of work. If he can’t go 
out and get a job because of 
or illness, we have sheltered work- 
shops or can train him to do simple 
work at home. But even those who 
can work competitively and who 
earn enough not to be eligible for 
welfare grants cannot raise thelr 
standard of living unlesa we help 
everything fran ge ns ta budget: 
eval lene ui 
ing. We have a excellent vol- 
unteers who help us with things like 
this, but often we must pay trained 
homemakers +o work with these 
families. That comes under “other 
help.”

pHances. For example, whe used the 
dase (typical of the “succesaful'' by 
Kfar Shalem standards) of a man 
who works In the city Sanitation 
Department ‘and earns 1.300 a 
month. Be probably has fair 
housing, on which he paya a mort- 


wage or rent. Moat likely, he haa a 
large family; the average in Kfar 
Shalem is 6.5 children. “They all 
‘went into debt to buy television 
and I don't blame them. At least 
with a television set at home the 
man is Ukely to stay with his 
family in the evening. I wish [ 
‘could help with this expense but I 
can’t, wo tthe best I can do is help 
them buy other things wo they can 
pay off the television by them- 
selves.” 

But Mrs. Uandau’s “other help” 
philosophy is thwarted by budget- 
ary reguletions, "I used to try 
spending about 2/8 of my budget 
for ‘other holp.’ But with the now 
budgetary regulations, I have two 
Beparate budgets, IL4A60,000 for 
direct granta and only 11120,000 
for ‘other help.’ That must change. 
The State has to give us the 
chance 'to solve these people's mater- 
tel problems: to buy them decent 
beds, basic household appliances and 
‘a desk and chair for each child to 
do hts homework. Then ‘we can 
start dealing with their marriages, 
their family relationships and all 
the personal problems,'' ᾿ 


Helping others 

Mra, Landau, born into « fairly 
wealthy, religtous Pollsh Jewish 
family, first became interested in 
‘helping others as ἃ child, "We were 
eight children in the family and my 
father would always tell ua to 
spend part of our pocket money to 
help others. Hvery Saturday night, 
@ poor shoemaker would come to 
our house to fetch all the shoes 
which needed repair. He didn’t have 
enough money to buy matariats to 
fix so many shoes — so we child- 
ren would lend him the money ond 
get tt back when the work was 
finished ond our parents patd him.” 

Her serious ‘tnterest in soctal 
work came long after her immigra- 
tton to fgrael, Her husband, Yaakov 
Landau, was the first director of 
Israel's Ministry of Welfare and he

Apart from participation in 
mixed choirs, no professional ac- 
tivitles can be traced and 580, 
understandably, no creative ef- 
forts could be nurtured and de- 
veloped. Iiven the natural outlet 
for musical talents — the opera 
stage — was denied to them, as 
castrati sang the female roles 
right Into the 18th century (the 
last male soprano is reputed to 
have been Giovanni Battista Vel- 
luttl, who died in 1861).
